Death of Thousand* Predicted. 


"The conditions that Warsaw £aees 


prevail to a greater or lesser extent 
throughout the country. Dr. Jesse 5- 
Holmes ot Swarthmore, who returned 
In July from Poland, reports that thou- 
sands -will die this winter from cold, 
hunger and typhus in spite of relief 
•work now being carried on. 


"'Poland- today,' Doctor Holmes 


says. Is fighting a far greater enemy 
than the Bolshevists. Typhus has al- 
ready raged in that country and nest 
•winter an extreme epidemic all over 
the country is expected.' 


"In the first four months of 1920 


2.500,000 refugees had come Into the 
towns; and cities of' Poland, bringing 
fresh -waves of disease with each new 
•wave of exiles. In the advance of the 
Russians easily a million more have 
been turned out of their homes. 


"The Bolsheviki have tried to solve 


their own problem by foisting thou- 
sands of their sick on the Poles, and 
have'been sending armored trains be- 
fore their advance into Poland loaded 
\rtth typhus victims."*" " 


Poor Poles fn Worst Pliflht. 


"The story of Poland's refugees Is 


by itself a tragic history. Six years 
ago Poland ^as mobilized for vrar—in 
three different armies, fighting on two 
sides of the same question. In 1914 
a million Poles nnlted on the ideal of 
on independent Poland were forced to 
take service in the Russian, German 
end Austrian armies, and more were 
called each year while the war lasted. 


"Poland thns drained of its man. 


power then became the theater of ac- 
tivities. 
TiThatever way the tld« of 


battle flowed, the Polish plain was in- 
undated. At the beginning of the war 
ccme the Russian successes and the in- 
vasion of Austrian Poland. The re- 
treating Germans and Anstrians left a 
trail of devastation in their wske and 
drove before them all the refugees that 
were able to travel and the victorious 
Russians, led by advance guards of 
Cossack cavalry, finished the worfc of 
destruction as thoroughly as possible
